TONY LOMBARDO, CHICAGO’ 
GANG LEADER, SHOT TO 
DEATH IN CROWDED STREET 


Dying He Fires Back at Three Assailants, One 
of Whom Is Captured—Assassins 
Wound His Bodyguard. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Tony Lom- 
bardo, president of the Unione 
Siciliano and reputed gang leader, 
was assassinated late today at 
Madison and Dearborn streets, one 
of the busiest corners in the city. 

Lombardo was shot to death 
with pistols by three men, who 
also wounded his bodyguard, Joe 
Ferrara. Both Lombardo and 


Ferrara, as they lay on the side- 
walk, returned the fire of their as- 
sailants while thousands of persons 
in the streets were endangered by 
the shots. 

One of the assailants, Frank 
Krejio, was arrested, unwounded, 
by Murice Marcusson, a policeman 
out of uniform and off duty who 
was walking across the street. He 
ran through the heavy traffic and 
took his prisoner while the other 
assassins fled. 

The crowds in ‘the street were 
thrown into confusion, as mounted 
policemen, drawing their revolvers, 
went galloping to the scene, while 
bystanders dived into areaways and 
alleys in search of hiding places. 

“Lombardo never had a chance,” 


declared Policeman Marcusson. 
“He was walking along the side- 
walk when three gunmen stepped 
up to him. Two were in front of 
him and one was behind him. They 
all drew automatic pistols at once 
and shot him, They shot Ferrara 
at the same time. Before Lombardo 
died he had his own pistol out of 
his pocket and was shooting, but 
he was too far gone to hit any- 
thing. 

“IT ran as fast as I could, fight- 
ing against the crowd that was 
pushing against me going the other 
way, and I saw the two down. This 
Krejio was trying to run, but I 
knocked him down and  hand- 
cuffed him. 

When other policemen, _ rein- 
forced by seven detective bureau 
squads with machine guns, arrived 
at the scene, they found Marcusson 
standing over his prisoner, and 
Lombardo and his wounded body- 
guard holding a curious crowd at 
bay with his pistol. Bystanders 
up to that time did not know who 
the policeman was. 

The police found four automatic 
pistols lying in a heap beside the 
wounded men. Lombardo died 
without saying anything.

OLD ROGERS ELEVATOR 
DESTROVED BY FIRE 


Spectacular Blaze on River- 
front; Building Idle Since 
Tornado Damage. 


The old Rogers grain elevator, at 


the foot of ~ remen avenue, empty 
since it was damaged by the torna- 
do last September, was destroyed 
by fire today. 

Entirely of wood save for a cor- 
rugated metal’ covering, the struc- 
ture crackled and burned for con 
hour and a half like a huge bonfire 
on the river front.» 

Sending up a dense pillar of 
smoke that rolled out over the riv- 
er, it drew several thousand spec- 
tators to the scene and hundreds 
of others to the roofs of downtown 
buildings, from which it could be 
seen, 

Streams of water poured from 
14 hose lines by 25 fire companies 
were of little avail as the flames 
‘consumed the six-inch wooden 
walls under the metal sheeting and 


the combustible interior frame- 
work. 
The owner, Bert Rogers, a 


grain broker, said the structure 
was insured, but declined to #stli- 
mate the value. 


played around the top. of the 
structure, then the clouds of smoke 
began to billow forth. The fire 
burned for about an hour before 
an upper portion of the structure 
collapsed. Twenty minutes later, 
other portions of the elevator fell, 
leaving standing only an adjoining 
brick structure used for offices, 
and part of the front wall. 

The elevator was of 500,000 
bushel capacity and was about 80 
feet high. 

Isolated among railroad tracks, 
there was no danger of the flames 
spreading. Sparks ignited a small 
shack about 390 feet away, but the 
blaze was extinguished with buck- 
ets of water. 


Trains using the Burlington 
tracks in front of the elevator were 
rerouted over the Merchants’ 


Bridge line. 

Three alarms were turned in and 
a fourth as the flames enveloped 
the whole structure. The cause 
was not determined. Police were 
informed that six youths had been 
seen loitering about the place in 
the forenoon. A watchman had 
been kept on the premises. 

The elevator, built in 1896, for- 
merly was operated by Langenberg 
Bros. Grain Co.

BOMB DAMAGES 
HOME OF CHICAGE 
POLICE OFFICAL 


Explosion Hurls Wife of 
Capt. Garrick From Bed; 
Granddaughter, in Crib, 
Buried Under Debris. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—The home 
of Police Captain Luke Garrick 
was bombed early today. His wife, 
who is ill, was thrown from ted. 
Their seven-month-old grand- 
daughter was buried under sight 
inches of plaster as she lay in her 
crib, The damage was approsi- 
mated at $10,000. The bomb ex- 
ploded in the vestibule of the 
apartment building in which the 
police officer lives. 

Neither Mrs. Garrick nor her 
granddaughter were seriously in- 
jured, but Mrs. Garrick suffered 
severelf from shock and was taken 
to a hospital. 

Capt. Garrick a few hours earier 
had led a raid on the Minerva 
Athletic Club where 64 men were 
arrested for gambling. He said 
he thought the bombing was in 
retaliation for the raid. 

The Minerva Club raid was exe- 
cuted despite an injunction which 
forbade police from molesting the 
place. Capt. Garrick obtained new 
evidences that gambling was go'ng 
on and then led the raid. 

Police had not determined carly 
today whether the dynamite bomb 
was timed, or had been tossed into 
the vestibule shortly before ‘t ex- 
ploded. 

Lawrence Mangano, reputed 
owner of the raided club, was ar- 
rested but denied any knowledge 
of the bombing. He, along with 
others arrested in the raid, was 
held for further questioning when 


the raid was back of the bombing. 

John Stege, Deputy Police Com- 
missioner, said he had found wit- 
nesses who charged that Mangano 
had threatened to blow the roof 
off of Garrick’s home soon after 
the club was raided and Stege said 
he would charge Mangano with the 
bombing.

FULTON, Mo., Sept. 7.—Plans 
for a public reception in observ- 
ance of the final completion of 
Fulton’s new municipal water and 
light plant, are being considered 
by city officials. 

Construction of the new build- 
ing and installation of equipment 
have covered a period of more 
than six years, the work being 
slow, both because of the necessity 
of maintaining operation and  be- 
cause of the system of financing 


improvements from the earnings 


of the utility. 
The new building was completed 


in 1925 and -ince then new equip- 
ment has been added from time to 
time, A year ago a switchboard 
was installed and six months ago 
a turbine which cost $40,000. 
Only one machine was transferred 
from the old plant. 

Engineers now assert the plant 
is equipped to supply Fulton's 
needs for years to come. 

Private Bids Ignored. 

For several years open-and se- 
cret negotiations have been carr .ed 
on by corporations to buy the Ful- 
ton property, but at no time has 
the matter been broached at Coun- 
cil sessions. Corporation at‘orneys 
and other emissaries were tolj that 
the city was satisfied with the situ- 
ation here, and no election on the 
proposal was ever seriously con- 
sidered. 

One former municipal officer of 
Fulton asserted recently that it 
probably would have been highly

Mueller: Now, my dear Briand, you must 
know that the question of evacuating the troops 
on the Rhineland is one very close to the heart 
of the German people. There are altogether 
60,000 French, English and Belgian-troops in this 
territory, and their presence is arousing the 
greatest dissatisfaction in Germany. 


Briand (looking nervous): But, my dear Chan- 
cellor—— 
Mueller: Just a moment. Let me give you 


an example. The famous watering place of 
Wiesbaden, of which Germans were so fond be- 
fore the War, is practically deserted because of 
the presence of allied troops. The German peo- 
ple do not want to take their vacation at a place 
whose streets are filled with foreign officers 
and men. 

Briand: But you see—— 

Mueller: I beg of you, Monsieur Briand. now 
that Germany enters the fina] pha% of the Dawes 
agreement, to end a condition which is keeping 
alive the hatreds of a war which has been over 
for 10 years.

If the Volstead law, instead of making it 
illegal to manufacture and sell alcoholic 
liquors put a similar ban on shoes or ‘-al- 
ing wax or cigarettes or soap or anything 
else used bv any large proportion of the 
people, the effect would be exactly the same. 
With regard to gambling and prostitution, 
the effect always has been the same. in 
London, at the present time, the Police 
Department is laboring under the most 
serious lack of public confidence which has 
ever affected it. The reason is that the 
Bobbies. instead of devoting themselves to 
the suppression of serious crime, have used 
a large part of their energies in the at- 
tempt to prevent petting and prostitr tion 
in the public parks. 

Herein lies the dilemma which a'ways 
faces those who seek to change the habits 
of men by recourse to suppression by stat- 
ute. Such statutes never are effective and 
never have been effective. They accom- 
plish but little when the evi] at which «hey 
are directed is confimed to very few per- 
sons. Witness the anji-narcotic laws. Treir 
effectiveness is inversely proportiona! to 
the number of people whose habits they 
seek to change. The Voilstead act seeks 
to make a crime of something which great 
numbers of people regard as innocent and 
so it is hardly effective at all.

CUCUMBER PICKLES, | 
OF EVERY VARIETY 


Follow These Directions and 
Have a Supply of Home- 
Made Relishes. 


The pickle season is at its best | 
during the month of September. | 
Those housewives who are accus- | 
tomed to make their winter sup- 
ply of relishes will find these sev- 
eral recipes for cucumber pickles 
very excellent. 

Dill Pickles. 

Take one hundred medium sized | 
cucumbers, ten quarts of water, 
two cups salt, one quart of vine-| 
gar, four quarts of water, one-half 
cup salt, cherry leaves and dill. 

Wash cucumbers. Boil togeth- | 
er 10 quarts water, two cups salt! 
and one quart vinegar for 10 min-| 
utes and let stand over night. Make | 


and one-half cup salt. In this soak | 
cucumbers one hour; then drain | 
cucumbers and pack tight in lay vers | 
in jars or crocks between cherry 
leaves and dill. Cover with boiled | 
brine and seal. 
Ripe Cucumber Pickles. 
Take six large ripe cucumbers, | 
one gallon water, one-fourth cup | 
salt, one quart white vinegar, three | 
cups water, one and one-half cups 
sugar, two packages seeded raisins, 
24 whole cloves, six sticks of three 
;and one-half inch cinnamon and 
three small onions. 
Remove thin paring from  cu- 
cumbers and also remove seeds. 
Soak for one hour in a brine made | 
with salt and water. At the end. 
of the hour bring to the er 
point and let boil for 10 minutes; 
drain. Bring other maradiean 
slowly to boiling point, having the | 
seasonings tied together in a little | 
bag. Add the drained cucumbers | 
and boil for 45 minutes or until | 
soft. Pack in sterilized jars cover | 
with boiling syrup and seal at once. | 
Oll Pickles. | 
Take one hundred small cucum.| 
bers, one quart small onions, one | 
quart olive oil, one ounce celery | 
seed, two quarts vinegar, one- | 
fourth pouhd ground mustard, one- 
fourth pound white mustard seed 
and one tablespoon black pepper. 
Cut cucumbers and onions in 
slices. Put into an earthen dish in 
layers with salt between. Put a 
heavy weight above and let stand 
over night. Drain off the liquid, 
Mix seasonings with oil, then 
gradually stir in vinegar; pour all | 
| Over pickles, mix well and store in 
cans, sealed as in canning. 
Cucumber Mustard Pickle. 
One gallon cold white vinegar, 
one cup salt, two cups sugar, one 
cup ground mustard, 
Soak small cucumbers in cold 
water to harden the vegetables. 
Mix dry ingredients and add vine- 
gar gradually to dissolve mustard. 
Pour mixture over as many cu- 
curmbers as it will cover. Add fresh 
cucumbers from day to day until 
the vessel is full. Cover vessel 
with plate and weight down. The 
pickles will be ready for use in 
several weeks’ time. 


TWO RECIPES FOR MAKING 
PIE WITH GREEN TOMATOES 


Many Delicious Cooked Dishes 
Made With Unripe or Green 
Tomatoes. 

Green tomatoes make delicious 
pies and tarts. As the green to- 
mato season is now upon us these 
recipes for green tomato pie should 
be acceptable. 
Take two cups of green tomatoes 
after they have been chopped fine 
and the water squeezed out. Add 
six apples chopped fine, two cups 
sugar, one-half cup of vinegar, one- 
half cup of molasses, one cup of 
raisins, spices to taste. Cook all 
together slowly and when done add 
a little salt and a spoonful of flour. 
which has been made smooth in a 
little water. Bake with two crusts 
the same as you would mince pie. 
If filling is packed in a jar it will 
keep for several days. 

Recipe No. 2. 
Slice green tomatoes into a tin | 
lined with pastry. Sprinkle with 
the ‘juice of one-half lemon and 
about three-quarter cup sugar and 
a few grains of salt. Dot with one 
tablespoon butter. Cover with | 
ipastry and cook in a rather quick | 
Loven. 


LIMA BEAN CASSEROLE DISH

THE PRINCE OF WALES

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INSTALLMENT XVI. 


HW R. HH. THE MAN. 

HE Prince of Wales has always 

been interested in aeronautics. 

In 1812 he took up flying tn 
earnest. not as a pleasure, bet as 
the quickest method of getting 
about from place to place in the 
fulfillment of his duties. In March, 
1919 he visited, with his brother 
(a qualified pilot), the Handley- 
Pace works at Cricklewood. The 
two brothers were taking aviation 
instructions. Edward desired only 
to gain a little experience in fiving 
se that he would not be at a loss 
when associating with Air Force 
men to discuss intelligently prob- 
lems of aviation. Unlike his broth- 
er, his heart was more with the 
army than in the thrills and ad- 
ventures of the newest branch of 
the service. 

At this time there was a move- 
ment on foot which had first orig- 
inated after the Prince's Investi-: 
ture at Carnarvon, in 1913, to per- 
suade the Prince of Wales to take 
up residence in his principality, 
and for a certain season of every 
year to trensfer his household to 
Wales. Several Welsh towns urged 
their claims upon him and the peo- 

le of Liandudno sent a speciat 
resolution to the Premier. 

He had to content himself with 
promising to visit Wales whenever 
he could find the opportunity. 

There followed a host of engage- 


‘ ments in the spring of 1919. Every 


tewn and city was eager to confer 
upon the Prince some signal honor 
in appreciation of his services to 
thé country and as a proof of their 
loyalty. The Prince was made a 
freeman of the Borough of Piym- 
euth and was admitted an Elder 
Brother of Trinity House, at the 
same time being called to the bar 
at Middle Temple, where he .was 
made a Bencher cof the Inn. 

In the great Elizabethan Hall, 
the Prince, in evening dress, lookeé 
quite out of place even though he 
wore the broad ribbon of the Order 
of the Garter across his breast and 
several other important looking or- 
@ers on the lapel of hic coat. His 
sunburnt face and athietic »earing 
spoke more of open fields and sun- 
lit country roads than musty, con- 
fined chambers, beloved to the 
legal fraternity. 

On May 29, 191%, the Prince of 
Wales was admitted, by patrimony. 
te the freedom of the City of Lon- 
don. The month before, the King 
had approved of his son's promo- 
tion to Colonel-in-Chief or the 
Twelfth (Prince of Wales Royal) 
Lancers, and the Royal Scots Fu- 
siliers. and the young Prince took 
this advancement as a direct as- 
surance of his progress in the mili- 
tary career in which he had for 
the last few years devoted every 
enerey. 

The Prince traveled from Buck- 
fingham Palace to the Guildhall in 
an open landau and gravely ac- 
knowledged the spontaneous cheers 
of the huge crowds which had ! :ed 
the route. He was received at the 
entrance to the Guildhall by the 
Lera Mayor end city officials. After 
inspecting a Guard of Honor of 
the Honorable Artillery Company, 
the Prince was escorted to the plat- 
form where the presentation was to 
take place. H. R. H. was obviously 
nervous, but as he signed the roll, 
thereby making himself the young- 
est Freeman of the City, his move- 
ments were quite dignified and « »n- 
fident. . 

The Lord Mayor inquired to know 
who presented the young Prince as 
@ Freeman. The honor fell to the 
representatives of the Fishmongers’ 
Company, who presented His Royal 
Highness as an Honorary Freeman 
of their own company. 

When the Prince of Wales 
Stepped forward to speak he was 
cheered to the echo. He said, “¥ 
am deeply grateful to you for al- 
lowing me to come here today and 
to claim that franchise the right to 
which Lpossess by patrimony. It is 
@ special pleasure to me... to be 
Presented tO you ees as a fishmon- 
ger! 

“The part I played in the war 
was, I fear, a very insignificant 
one. But from one point of view 
I shall never regret my perioa of 
mervice overseas. In those four 
years I mixed with men. In those 
four years I found my manhood. 
When I think of the future, ana of 
the heavy responsibilities which 
may fall to my lot, I feel that the 
experience gained will stand me 
im good stead. With God's help I 
shall strive to follow the example 
ef those distinguished men whose 
mames have preceded mine on ths 
long list of the Freemen of the 
City of London.” 

A truly characteristic speech, 
®nce again showing that modest, 
God-fearing side of the Prince's 
mature. 

He had all along deprecated the 
@anger he ran during his duties 
in France, but it was not until 
2928 that Maj. C. H. Dudley-Ward, 
at the annval dinner of the London 
Branch of the Weish Guards Com-

that we ought to know the difter- 
ence between German and French 
guns by that time. Suddenly we 
saw two figures coming along the 
hill, One of them was the Prince 
of Wales.

“Col. Sterling. who Was com- 
manding the battalion, said: ‘My 
Got! They've got him!’ But they 
aid not, for we saw him legging it 
through falling mud to a Tittle 
German pill-boxr we had taken 
shortly before. . .” 

Now that hostilities had ceased, 
the soldter-Prince found himself 
with plenty of time on his hands 
despite the associations which he 
retained with his regiments. He 


spent a great part of the later 
spring and early autumn of 1919 
in devoting his attention to labor 
ana housing problems. Since his 
close relation with working men at 
the front he wished to learn more 
about the conéitions under which 
they lived in normal times, Accord- 
ingly, he paid frequent visits to the 
majority of the working-class dis- 
tricts in London and inquired into 
and inspected the dwellings. He 
took a lively interest in the aims 
of various Housing Committees and 
would have undoubtedly continued 
his good work haa he not been 
calle@ upon, in August of the same 
year, to carry out his promise to 
renew his friendship with the Ca- 
nadian people—many of whom he 
had met in France. ; 

The “brother spirit” had a seque! 
wheh, on May 2, he was admitted 
as a Freemason of the Household 
Brigade Lodge No. 2614, on the 
Register of the United Grand Lodge 
of England. ; 

The Prince of Wales realized to 
an extent which none of his pre- 
decessors had done that, by virtue 
of his rank, he belonged te the 
people just as much as he be- 
longed to his family—or even to 
himself. He lost no opportunity 
therefore, of appearing in public 
whenever he considered his pres- 
ence was desired, until the figure 
of the Prince was as familiar 
it is today. 


warm affection for the Prince and 
he himself seems to reciprocate 
this feeling. In July; 1919, he 
paid his second visit since the ar- 
mistice to their country, visiting 
Edinburg to have the freedom. of 
the city conferred upon him. While 
there hé inspected two detach- 
ments of 400 members of the Dis- 
charged Soldiers and Sailors’ Fed- 
ération and 306 Comrades of the 
Great War, walking among the 
ranks and conversing with the 
men. 

The years he had spent in 
France bad worked many changes 
in the Prince's private views and 
when it became known to him 
that rumors and gossip were cur- 
rent respecting his overdue mar- 
riage, be had the courage to em- 
phasize the fact that he had no 
wish to marry in any other direc- 
tion than in which his heart dic- 
tated. By his persistent holding 
out for the right of every man to 
choose his own bride he has won 
the people over to his side. 


The Prince’s intelligent capabil- 
ities with regard to the working 
of his duchy estates, his masterly 
grip of the housing and ilabor 
questions, and lastly his own con- 
duct in the great war, all pointed 
to the fact that the young heir 
was a fit and proper person to gain 
his independence. 

Accordingly on July 1, 1919, the 
Prince of Wales was established in 
his own quarters at York House 
with the added dignity of having 
a separate “Court Circular” an- 
nouncing his movements. 
Although the Prince was justly 
proud of the trust which had been 
placed in himself, he was still a 
frequent visitor to the family circle 
when not away on his subsequent 
missions of ambassadorship. 

For the next few years, how- 
ever, the Prince was destined to 
enjoy few of the comforts of his 
bachelor quarters. His time was 
spent, in the main, in gaining an 


rule.
